Gen. Buddulph has advanced many miles 
northeast of Quettah. The advance is easy, and 
the natives friendly. 

FURTHER DETAILS. 

London, Dec. 5.—Detailed reports of the 
fighting in Peiwar Pass show that the Afghans, 
who were posted in some pine woods, resisted 
Gen. Roberts’ second movement in Peiwar- 
Khotal most obstinately. Sometimes they even 
assumed the offensive, hard pressing the most 
advanced troops, until reinforcements came up. 
Nota single body of Afghans remained un- 
broken at the end of the day. The English lost 
ten killed and eight wounded. — 

WAITING REINFORCEMENTS.

ROYALTY ON THE RAMPAGE. 
Toronto Evening felegqram, Dec. 3. 

When an order was issued at Halifax the other 
day, to the effect that No vehicles excepting 
landaus, barouches, and broughams, with pairs 
of horses and properly-attired drivers,”’ would 
be allowed i he procession that escorted the 
new Govern eneral and his wife through the 
streets of a Canadian city, people laughed, and 
said they supposed preset could be loyal in a 
one-horse buggy driven by a driver without 
livery. The order bad a strange sound in the 
ears of simple-minded and simple-mannered 
Canadians, unused to tube magnificent prac- 
tices of Royalty; bat it was felt that it would 
be uncourtrous to object to it at a time 
when all were trying to be as courteous 
and as warm in their welcome as possible. The 
iseue of a second order, infinitely more sense- 
less than the first, has suggested the propriety 
of a few plain words before the people of Canada 
are made the laughine-stock of the Continent. 
This order was to the effect that all ladies who 
presented themselves at the reception held py 
the Princess at Montreal were to wear low- 
necked dresses; in case they were in ill health 
they were to bring a doctor’s certificate to that 
effect, when they could come with their dresses 
cut square in front; but in no case were they 
to come in high-necked dresses. The gentlemen 
were to come m dress-suits. “ Dress-suits’’ at 
a Koyal reception in England means tights; but, 
as there are few Canadian gentiemen who have 
hed any experience in circusclothes, it is 
assumed that the dress-suits to be worn 
on this occasion meant the ordinary 
dress-suits which Canadian gentlemen are ac- 
customed to wear on dress-occasions, It is sug- 
gested that the newly-arrived Governor-General 
may not have known avythiug about the order 
respecting the !ow-necked dresses and the doc- 
tors’ certificates; but it is folly to suppose that 
his Excellency’s Aide-de-Camp would issue such 
an order without having received his Excel- 
lency’s directions. The itea of sensible ladies. 
who did not choose to present themselves at a 
reception in their bare shoulders, being ordered 
toarm themselves with a doctor’s certificate, is 
too profoundly silly to be 3 and too glar- 
ingly insolent to be tolerated. If the ladies of 
Montreal bad half the womanly modesty and 
independence of character that Canadian ladies 
are believed to have, they would have 
taken no notice of either the order or the 
reception, and remained quietly at home. 
These attempts to plaster munarchical customs 
upon a country that is essentially democratic, 
will do more to undermine the kindly feelings 
of the people towards the new Governor-Gen- 
eral and his wife than anything else that could 
have happened, and, if persisted in, will assured- 
lv make it a matter for regret that the choice of 
a successor to Lord Duiferin fell upon the 
Queen's son-iv-iaw. II his term of office is to 
be characterized by tomfoolery, of which the 
orders concerning drivers in boots and buttons, 
and ladies in low-necked dresses, are samples, 
the shorter it is the better. Things have come 
to a pretty pass if a man cannot be loyal unless 
he drives in a brougham with a pair of borses

BEEF, PORK, AND MUTTON. 


The Live-Stock Show. at the Exposition 
Building. 

The Fat-Stock Snow was better attended yes- 
terday than on any day since its opening, both 
in the day time and evening. There were many 
judges of meat there for business, as was proved 
by the purchases that were made of premium 
cattle. 

Nelsou Morris, a well-known stock-dealer of 
this city, bought the large white steer owned by 
Moninger, which took the first premium in the 
ring for 4-year-old grade short-horns, on pri- 
vate terms, but it was rumored that he paid for 
him $500. 

John B. Sherman bought his namesake, a 
high-grade short-born bullock, owned by Gil- 
lett, which was declared to be the best animal 


in the shuw. He took the sweepstakes prize as 


the best steer 3 years old and under 4; also 
the sweepstakes prize in the same ring where 
he competed against all breeds of the same 
age; also, the first prize in the grand sweep- 
stakes aud challenge cup as the best animal of 
any age or breed in the show. The price stated 
as being paid by Mr. Sherman for this prize was 
$1,000, but there are these who think that he 


paid more. 

There were anumber of other sales made 
yesterday, but the most noteworthy, perhaps, 
of all was the following: 

H. D. Benalack & Co., of Montreal, bought 
the “‘baby beef” of J. N. Brown's Son's (of 
Berlin, III.,) product, sisting of five head, 
which fs to grace the table at the banquet to be 
given in bonor of the Marquis of Lorne, 
thus entitling the sald Browns to the title 
of beet fatteners to his Royal Highness.’ In 
this herd was included the famous barren 3-year- 
old cow Illustrious 8th, one of the best on ex- 
hibition. Her weight was 1,235 pounds. She 
was sired by Kissinger’s Breastplate (No. 17,476 
in the Herd. Book) dammed by IIlustrious 3d 
(vol. 9, p. 666, American Sbort-Horu Record), 
dropped Sept. 2, 1875. Also, the young steer, 
Duke of Sangamon, which weighs 1,480 pounds, 
dropped Feb. 21, 1877, sired by Oxford Bates 
24 (No, 24,210), dammed by Countess 
of Oxford 4th (vol. 15, p. 493, American 
Short-Horn Record). This animal received 
the first premium as the best short-horu steer 
of 1 and under 2 years of age; also the sweep- 
stakes premium as tue dest steer of the same 
age of any breed in the show. 

Another animal included in this purchase was 
Gen. Shields, which received the second prem- 
jum tor the best short-horn steer in the 
ring for steers of 1 and under 2 
years of age. The purchasers were fur- 
nished by the State Board of Agricul- 
ture with certificates of the pedigree of all the 
animals in this roval lot, aud their fac similes 
will doubtless appear upon the bill of fare at 
the banquet, to show his Royal “nibs’’ that he 
is putting into his mouth some of the best beer 
the world affords. This beef went at six cents 
a pound right through, on foot. 

he st interesting feature of the Exhibi- 
tion yes y to the unskilled portion of the 
visitors was the cavalcade last evening of all tue 
premium animals in the show that were 
able to walk. The owner of Gov. Mor- 
ton, the 3,500-pound grade  short-horn 
steer, made the circuit of tne Exposition 
Building in the procession standing uprignt on 
the back of the mammoth brute.

The two steers entered iu this ring were 
evenly matched; the first-prize animal, con- 
sidering age, shows the best growth. both were 
well proportioned, with good quarters, broad 
backs, and thick luvin, with straight top-iine. 
The flesh was well matured and evenly distrib- 
uted, rather heavy in bone, short neck, bottom 
line not straight. The second-premium steer 
was not so fat, and was lighter in weigut. but 
very ürm in bone.

The first premium was awarded to Santord 
Saun, Kingston Station, III., on an animal 1,658 
days old, and weighing 1,645 poands,—showilg 
a Kain of .98 pounds per day since birth. 

The second premium was awarded tothe 
same parties on an animal 1,652 days old, weigh- 
ing 1,870 pound,—showing a gain of 1.18 pounds. 
"rhe two steers exhibited were very well de- 
veloped, and excelled in the evenness of flesh, 
which was well distributed; straight, well- 
packed back and thick loin, good quartcrs, 
sinooth shoulder, excellent fore ribs, well tilled 
out.

Yesterday's Proceedings in the 
Convention at New 
Orleans. 


The Voice of Jeff Davis Lifted Up 
Before the Assembly. 


His Arguments in Favor of the 
Improvement of the 
Mississippi. 


The Hon. John Hogan, of St. Louis, 
Heard with Keen Satis- 
faction. 


Apecial Dispatch to The Tribune, 

New Or.eans, Dec. 5.—The Convention was 
called to order at 10 by President Lee. Several 
resolutions and communications were read and 
referred. The Committee on the Improvement 
at the Navigation of the Mississippi River, 
through their Chairman, Gen. Eugene Under- 
wood, of Kentucky, presented their report. 

Tue tirst speaker was the Hon. Jefferson 
Davis, of Mississippi, who, in a speech of thirty- 
five or itorty minutes, brought so many 
forcible facts upon the  nevessity of 
inyproving the great natural thorouvhfare from 
the mountains to the sea as that the most nig- 
gardly of citizens would feel disposed to aid the 
Government in an endeavor to improve what 
Nature herself has long pointed out as the chief 
traffic way of the entire country, North, South, 
East, and West. He showed that many millions 
of acres of arable land would thus be given us, 
while our intercourse miand, and particularly 
with foreign nations, would, by the mcrease of 
business, soon, very soon, repay the Government 
for whatever monev it might be necessary to 
expend to perfect the cheapest manner of trans- 
portation known to the civilized world. 

The report recommends the Governors of the 
various States bordering upon the river to ap- 
point Commissioners to inquire into and collect 
such information as may seem appropriate, and 
lay it before Congress; soeaks of the paramount 
duty of the General Government to con- 
struct and maintain leyees, deepen the channel 
where needed, etc., and requests the President 
of the Conveution to appoint Gen. Underwood, 
of Louisville, a committee of one to address 
the said Governors upon the subject-matter. 

After Mr. Davis, Duncan F. Kenner, of New 
Orleans, presented some strong remarks upon 
the levee matter. This was opposed by Linhan, 
of Dubuque, who thought that tacking this 
upon the main bill would overioad it. This 
gentleman introduced a resolution recommend- 
ing dredging for the improvement of the upper 
river as the best way of getting rid of the sand- 
bars and deposits. 

After various speakers had spoken upon the 
levees, the Hon. John Hogan, of St. Louis, 
claimed the floor, which be had yielded to the 
hon. Duncan F. Kenner. Mr. Hogan directed 
his remarks to the river and its dominions, 
which he said extended from the original thir- 
teen States to the Pacific. He spoke of the pre- 
science of President Thomas Jefferson, who fore- 
saw the immense vaive of the natural outlet, 
and spoke of the near approach of war 
between France and this country. Thereof he 
said that the Mississippi River bisected the con- 
tinent, yet was the bond of union which welded 
in one the East and West. He cited as a differ- 
ence in cost of transportation the trip of the 
steamboat William, which. ou one trip, brought 
to New Orleans, in barges, 27,000 tons, the freight 
being only $15,000, which by rail would have 
taken 2,700 freighi-cars and ninety locomotives 
or more, the freight amounting to $178,000. 
Mr. Hogan. having consumed the fifteen min- 
utes, the Convention unanimously voted to ex- 
tend his time indefinitely, and, on a speech of 
probably twenty mivutes longer, he brought out 
ali the promipent points in favor of the report. 

The report was adopted unapimousiy. 

Judge Burwell, of Louisiana, Chairman of 
the Committee on Commerce with Otber Na- 
tions, presented the report of that Committee. 

Gen. Bussey, of Louisiana, made-an able 
speech in favor of the report. 

At 4p. m. the Convention adjourned to 10 a. 
m. to-morrow.

WHeEREAs, In view of the magnitude of the in- 
tereste involved in the improvement of the Missis- 
sippi River and its. navigable tributaries so as to 
furnish communication between all their ports. and 
with foreign nations, and to protect the inhabitants 
on its banks from overflow to the extent of their 
practicadle improvement and wants of the popula- 
— upon their borders, now, and in time to come; 
an 

Wuereas, The vast interests that may be thus 
subserved have not been advanced according to 
their just requisements. nor in any degree com- 
parable to tae improvement of other commercial 
avenues of no greater natioual importance oy the 
Fe derail Governmeat, which alone has jurisdiction 
and power to accomplish the same: therefore 

Be it resolved, first--That this Convention rec- 
ommend tw the Governors of the respective States 
bordering upon said river aod its navigabie triou- 
taries to appoint Commissioners to represent the 
respective States in a Boara of Commissioners, 
which shall be permanent, and continue so long as 
there is necessity for the same. This Board of 
Commissioners shall inquire into all matters apper- 
taining to the improvement of the pavigation of 
tue Mississippi River and its tribatariex, and of the

PROVINCE OF ILLINOIS. 


Preliminary Steps Toward Its Organization. 

The dioceses of IIlinoie- Chicago. Springfield, 
and Quincy—have taken a step in advance of all 
others, and will be the first im the country to 
Organize under the provincial system. More or 
less attention has been given tothe subject for 
years, but only one attempt to this end had been 
previously made, that in New York, which was a 
failure, for the reason thata basis could not be 
agreed upon. The General Convention long ago 
adopted acanon which was an entering wedge, 
and, at tbe last one, the Lower House passed u 
canon which allowed the dioceses to organize 
provinces voluntarily. The House of Bishops, 
however, which had previously passed a resolution 
Houses, the matter to a joint committee of the two 


ouges, witu the consent of the Lower House. con- 

uded it was best notto legislate, and hence 
did not comeur, giving the reference as 
a reason. The Lower House fell into this view, 
and the Joint Committee was appointed, it em- 
bracing the most prominent men in tae Church. It 
will undoubtedly adopt a comprehensive plan, and 
tae General Convention of 1880 will set off the div- 
ceses into provinces, whether they take action or 


not.

The Couneil is 
to be com of the three Bishops and ten depu- 
ties, five clerical and five lay, from each of tue 
three dioceses, the deputies to be elected 
a the Diocesan Conventions as they now 
elect deputies to the General Convention. The 
presiding officer will be one of the Bishops, se- 
lected by themselves. It will meet ip September 
of each year, and have, substantially, the right to 
exercise all power not inconsistent with the con- 
etitntions and canons of the General Convention, 
or with the conatitutions of the three dioceses, — 
that is, power to act witn reference to the mis- 
sionary, educational, cleemosynary, etc., matters 
of the three dioceses. Tairteen members, ineluu- 
ing two Bishops, will constitute a quorum. 

his eystem probably involves the carly organi- 

zation of an appellate court of the province, wade 
up of the Bishops and such assesgors, clerical and 
lay, as may be determined, and also an Arch- 
bushop or Metropolitan, or whatever name may be 
used to designate tae chief official of the Caurch. 
It seems to de very popular, and it is considered 
certain, that the Diocesan Conventions will adopt 
the necessary canon creating the Province of Lili- 
nois. The Province doce not do away with the 
Generai Convention, but lexislates subordinately 
to that body, having controi of all matters within 
its juriediction, occupying about the reiation to it 
as a State Legislature aoes to the Congress of the 
United States. Massing the dioceses, the system 
cannot fail to accompijish much more thar it is 
possible for a single diocese to do, whether it have 
a fair wind or stormy weather. 


NOT INCORPORATED YET. 


But Not Amenable to the Law. 

Justice Haines yesterday rendered a decision 
that will be important to business men, particu- 
larly those who in themselves constitute, or claim 
to constitute. a corporation and transact business 
under a corporate name. The case in point was 
thatof Wesley W. Wilcox, against whom T. Mu. 
Avery had lodged a complaint to the effoct that 
be did unlawfally assume a corporate 
name, to-wit: ‘The Elgin Watch and Jewelry 
Company and Tae Elgin Jewelry and Watch Com- 
bany, for the purpose of soliciting business. 
The Court, after stating the case, said that the 
proof showed thatthe defendant had taken the 
preliminary steps toward forming à corporation, 
but he had received no certificate of incorporation, 
nor was there any record of the existence of the 
corporation. Therefore he had assumed to be 
what did not exist, and in tnat assumption—in the 
use Of the corporate name-rhe had violated the 
statutes. There was one question as to the juris- 
diction in the case. The defense had shown that 
Wilen had printed, or caused to be printed, cir- 
culate in which he represented the existence of, 
and claimed an interest in, the Klein Waten an! 
Jewelry Company or the Elgin Jewelry and Waica 
Company. but ne had not caused these circuiars to 
be issued in this State. On the contrary, 
they had shown that all those circulars 
were mailed to points out of the State. 
The prosecution had neither rebutted 
nor denied that fact. In the word issued, as 
used in connection with the circulation of the ad- 
vertisements, there was the same or a similar 15 
nification as in the words put forth,” used in 
reference to@he sending out of a forged note or 
paper: and in the opinion of the Court the law 
which applied to the latter was applicable to the 
circulars in the present case.

ing from Wendell, the Court opined that the crime 
of uttering aud publishing was not complete until 
the paper was transferred, and came into the hands 
of some person other than the felon, his agent. or 
servant. Thus, where a note with forged indorse- 
ment was sent by the felon per mai! from one 
county to an individual in another county, for the 
purpuse of obtaining credit upon it, the crime was 
not consummated until the note was received by 
the person to whom it was sent, and the proper 
piace of trial was the county to which the note was 
sent. The principle was the same as regards a 
forged circular or a fraudulent circular. Tae pris- 
over was discharged. 

The decision, it will de seen, was upon a side- 
issue, and did not go to the merits of the case. 
From the testimony, 1t appeared that the circulars 
complained of were sent out through an error a 
few daystoo soon, and, before the certificate from 
the Secretary of State bad been recorded, but 
with no intention to defraud any one,—nor was 
any one defranced.

THE WORK OF CONGRESS. 

We should infer from the prompt action in 
the House on two of the appropriation bills 
that there is a strong disposition in Congress 
to make the present session a practical and 
useful one in a business sense. The session 
will be necessarily brief, as the life of the 
present Congress expires March 3 next, and 
probably a couple of weeks will be lost on 
account of the Christmas holidays. It is 
well, therefore, to get the business of appro- 
priations well under way before entering 
upon political discussions and projects for 
new legislation. Nevertheless there is some 
mportant work Which the present Congress 
might do to advantage. Among the subjects 
that deserve attention are the following : 

The election frauds and outrages in the 
Southern States. It is not likely that the 
Democratic consent to any legis- 
lation looking to the better protection of the 
colored voters in the exercise of their polit- 
ical rights, but the subject should be so 
thoroughly canvassed as to expose the pur- 
pose of the Southern whites to nullify the 
constitutional amendments, end to place 
upon the Democratic majority in the House 
the responsibility of refusing the aid asked 
by the Executive for the enforcement of the 
law. The discussion will be eminently 
proper in Congress, for the abuses and out- 
rages complained of occurred in the Con- 
gressional elections, and it is made the duty 
of Congress to pass such legislation as may 
be necessary,to carry out the provisions of 
the Constitution. The Democrats in the 
House will probably attempt to stifle all in- 
vestigation and discussion in this matter, but 
Mr. Buatwe’s resolution in the Senate will 
lead up to a thorough review of the question. 

It is not easy to see how the House, after 
appointing the Porrzr Committee and sano- 
tioning its peculiar proceedings, can avoid 
taking some action in regard to the Ton 


to have come to the conclusion that they can 
afford to let the matter stand where it is.

Indeed, greenbacks would have 
already been receivable for duties by law if 
the Ewmo party, which professes so much 
love for them, had not defeated a Senate bill 
to that end in the closing hours of the last 
session. 

As regards silver, there are two or three 
propositions to be considered. First, as to 
the legalization, or the redemption and re- 
tirement, of the trade dollar, the anomalous 
character of which has otéasioned much 
scandal and considerable loss. Secondly, a 
means for preventing the National banks 
from discriminating against the standard sil- 
ver dollar, and providing a penalty for such 
defiance of the law, Thirdly, and most im- 
portant of all, the question of free coimage 
and silver certificates which shall place the 
silver dollar on a plane with the gold dollar. 
Intelligent discussion of this subject will be 
of value, even if the present Congress shall 
not be able to agree upon free coinage. It

To require the National banks to redeem 
their notes in coin after Jan. 1, the same as 
the Government will have to do with its 
greenbacks, is as bad, according to this sym- 
pathetic editor, as pulling out finger nails or 
tearing out teeth one by one. The intima 
tion is that the banks will not yield their 
golden ducats to the holder of their promises 
unless torture equal to this is applied. We 
have a better opinion of the National banks, 
and don’t believe they are so averse to re- 
deeming their notes in coin as the Wisconsin 
intimates. 

But in case Congress does require the 
National banks to redeem their notes in coin 
(e said coin, not gold)—the Wisconsin sets 
forth the kind of retaliation the banks will 
resort to in punishment of the Government 
for making them redeem their notes in coin 
at the option of the holders. It says: 


If the privilege of redemption ia greenbacks is 
withdrawn from them, it will be the Government 
and not the banks that will suffer in consequence. 
The Government resumes specie payments on the 
1st of — UOT bank now has a reserve 
fund in gieen for the redemption of its notes. 
If the Government requires the banks to redeem in 
coin, they will, of course, call on the Government 
for coin in ex efor their greenbacks. There 
would then be a lively time in the Treusurv De- 
partment. Sugemuan’s reserve of gold 
and silver, with waich he expects to maintain re- 
sumption, would melt away like snow in a spring 
sun. The greenvacks would pile up in mountain- 
ous masses in the Treas vauits. As a measure 
to exhaust the stock of coin in the Treasury, Tus 
Taisuxx's plan would be a great success; as a 
measure for intimidating the banks, it would be a 
signal failure. They would no doubt meet it with 
calm composure, 


Suppose the National banks were short- 
sighted and malicious enough to pursue just 
this course, and should make an organized 
„run on the Government for coin, and 
should pour in a volume of greenbacks that 
would ‘‘exhaust the stock of coin in the 
Treasury,” what would be the consequences? 

1. The Treasury would suspend redemp- 
tion of its notes, and instantly they would 
depreciate several per cent. 

2. The moment the greenbacks declined 
even } or per cent below coin, every broker 
and speculator in the United States would send 
home the notes of the banks and demand 
their redemption in coin. If they refused, 
their notes would be protested and their 
security bonds in the custody of the Bank 
Controller in Washington would be sold out 
for coin with which to redeem their notes. 

3. The greenbacks would be paid out by the 
Government and go into general circulation 
at a discount anywhere from 1 to 10 per 
cent; but, being the cheaper currency and 
not redeemable, the whole run for coin would 
be on the banks, and their notes, being worth 
more than the greenbacks, would not circu- 
late any longer than the gold speculators 
could pick them up and send them home for 
redemption. Thus the banks would be hoist 
on their own petard most beautifully. They 
would be ‘‘ busted” banks mighty soon after 
“‘ exhausting the stock of coin in the Treas- 
ury,” and there would be no sympathy felt 
for them after being guilty of such stupid 
malice. 

When the banks are required to redeem 
their own notes in toin, they will not dare 
to make a ‘‘run” on the National Treasury 
for fear of the consequences to themselves, 
They will quietly provide their vaults with 
gold and silver without disturbing the stock 
in the National Treasury. They will all be- 
come bi-metallists and join the rest of the 
community in demanding free coinage of 
silver. They will insist on this country pos- 
sessing as large a stock of silver as France 
enjoys; they will, in short, becom@good sen- 
sible institutions, and see things from the 
people's point of view, which to them will be 
a new light. 

THE CANADIAN NOSE OUT OF JOINT. 

Flunkeyism to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, democratic Canada is beginning to 
kick. It protests against a Court, against 
Court etiquette, against flunkeyism, and every 
form of toadyism. The Toronto Mail, a 
Tory paper, sounds the first blast against an 
advertisement that appeared in the Montreal 
papers during the time the Royal pair were 
in that city, containing an official announce- 
ment that ladies desirous of being admitted 
te the reception held by her Royal Highness, 
at 9:30 p..m. on Saturday, Nov. 30, at the 
Windsor Hotel, must wear low dresses, un- 
less they present a doctor’s certificate of ill 
health, in which case they may come with 
the front of the dress cut square; but in no 
case are they to appear in high-necked 
dresses.” The Mail pours alternate 
broadsides of ridicule and serious ar- 
gument into this advertisement and 
riddles it from stem to stern, first, upon the 
ground that the climate does not admit of 
that style of dress; second, that it is im- 
modest, and that the Canadian women are 
not accustomed to unbosom themselves; 
and third, that the attempt to establish 
Court etiquette is a serious mistake, On this 
point it says : 

We are a loyal people, favorable to monarchical 
institutions; but we are far removed from St. 
James’, ana a Court can take ng root in soil where 
the echo of the ax and logving chain of the back 
woods rings with no uncertain sound through the 
streets of our commercial or political metropolis. 
We have not the elements to constitute a real 
Court, A mock Court would be a deplorable bur- 


lesque, from which the sense of all concerned 
will, we feel sure, happily deliver us. 


The indignation of the Mail over this per- 
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Tt is not a very cheerful comment upon this 


Court nonsense and filunkeyism that the 
first official order from the Chamberlain 
should have been a command to the women 
of Canada to unveil their charms, and that if 
they were desirous to gaze at Royalty, semi- 
nudity, in lieu of a doctor's certificate, was 
the essential requisite. Modesty to the rear, 
vulgarity to the front, or the degradation of 
a doctor's certificate, was the first greeting 
of Royalty to the women of Montreal. Un- 
doubtedly there are snobs and flunkeys of 
the female kind in Montreal who would risk 
even that last struggle of the belle of the 
period that would have brought her freedom 
rather than not have gained access to her 
Royal Highness, but with the majority it 
must have cost a struggle, and doctors’ cer- 
tificates must have been abundant. 

But why should this order have been lev- 
eled at the women alone? The Marquis of 
Lorne is aScotchman, Why did he not issue 
an order that the men of Montreal should off 
with their trousers and appear in kilts unless 
they could bring a certificate from the duc- 
tor that their legs were queer and crooked, 
or that they had the rheumatism or 
some other complaint which would be ag- 
gravated by exposure to the weather? It 
certainly is not as dangerous nor is it as 
much of a hardship for aman to go round 
with bare legs as fora woman to go round 
with bare neck and shoulders, with not even 
the saving clause of a dress front, cut square. 
And yet one can faintly conceive of the howl 
of indignation that would go up from the 
men of Canada, and the stern resolution that 
would fire their hearts never to sacrifice their 
trousers at the dictate of flunkeyism. 

There is good hope that flunkeyism will 
meet with a decided set-back when ite first 
blow comes from the strongest Tory paper 
in Canada, and we may confidently expect 
that the Liberal papers will follow it ap with 
blows equally as telling, and that the men 
who would not bare their legs at the com- 
mand of Royalty will demand and obtain the 
right for modest women to appear in the 
presence of Royalty in the garb of modesty. 
Meanwhile other discontented individuals 
are turning up in various quarters. The 
Scotchmen of Ottawa are boiling mad be- 
cause the Marquis and Princess, hav- 
ing allowed them to give out that 
the St. Andrew's concert was to be 
under their patronage and presence, staid 
away from it and sent no excuse. Then, 
again, the people having organized a proces- 
sion in which the Marquis and Princess were 
to take part, the latter unceremoniously 
abandoned it just after it had started, so that 
it had to go over the route without the main 
features of the show. Lastly, Royal rudeness 
bas broken out in a very dangerous quarter, 
a luncheon having been given to the repre- 
sentatives of the English press with no invi- 
tations issued to the representatives of the 
American or Canadian press. So far as 


American reporters are concerned, it is of 


little comsequence, as it was none of their 
affair, and the nomadic American reporter is 
happily so constituted that he can get a bite 
most anywhere, and will make a sumptuous 
meal where the average person would starve. 

But with the Canadian reporters this is a 
home thrust. They are not of the sort to 
stand idly by and see their English asso- 
ciates bidden in to the feast while 

they are left out on the sidewalk. 

There will be a savage sharpening of pencils 
and note-books will bristle with epithets, 

which will be still farther amplified from the 
vocabulary of the city editor when he comes 
to revise copy. Shall the London Times and 
Telegraph and Graphic bask in the sunshine 
of Roysity and feast sumptuously at Ridear’ 
Hall, while the Toronto Mail and Globe and 
Montreal Herald hang round the steps, beat- 

ing their breasts as they hear the loud bas- 


soon? The Canadian nose is out of joint at 
the very first sniff of Royalty, and there is |

How easily all this 
might have been avoided if the Royal pair 
had set up their little Court in Manitoba, 
where Srrrixe Burt would have made no 
complaint at a bare-legged order and his nu- 
merous squaws would have felt it no indig- 
nity to have appeared before the Princess in 
the full Court costume d“ a plug hat and a 
pair of bracelets.

THE COUNTY BONDS. 
The revision of the count of votes on the 


issue of Court-House bonds has progressed 
far enough to make it almost certain that a 
majority will be found in favor of the propo- 
sition. It is easy to understand that errors 
should have been made in canvassing the 


vote on this matter, and we have no doubt | 


the revision will be correct. The result is 
due partly to a defect in the law as to the 
kind of majority required, and partly to the 
action of the Democratic Committee, The 
law is defective in not requiring for the 
adoption of such a proposition a majority of 
all the votes cast at the election, instead of 
merely a majority of those voting on the 
proposition itself. Asa rule, all who desire 
to vote for ascheme of this kind are careful 
to do so, while large numbers of those who 
would vote against it do not take the pains 
to scratch or rewrite their tickets, The 
Democratic Committee, in this instance, 
became the confederate of the old County 
Ring, and printed their tickets in such 
manner as to enable the peddlers to tear off 
the vote against and leave the Demo- 
cratic ballot a vote for the proposition, 
It was this circumstance mainly which en- 
abled the promoters of the scheme to secure 
a small majority of the votes cast upon it, 
though in a large minority of all the voters 
at the election. 

It may be that the Board will be restrained 
from issuing these bonds, notwithstanding 
the popular vote, on the ground that the 
resolution submitting the proposition was 
not passed thirty days before the day of 
election. It will require a decision of Court 
to determine this question, but it would 
seem to be sufficient cause for an injunction 
against the issue. Any question of an un- 
usual character, and submitted separately, 
certainly demands a public notice at least as 
long as a usual and general election; if this 
were not required, then it would be possible and 
easy for a County Board to spring the ques- 
tion of issuing bonds upon the people the 
day before election and carry it with a 
very few votes, while the great majority of 
voters would be ignorant of the fact that a 
question of borrowing money was in issue. 
We presume this view of the matter will be 
properly tested. At the same time there is 
not now so much reason for opposition to 
the issuing of the bonds as there was pre- 
vious to the election. Then it was a matter 
of doubt whether the old Ring would not be 
able to retain the control of the County 
Board, in which case the authority to borrow 
$750,000 would have been a public calamity. 
The Ring candidates were defeated, how- 
ever, and there is ground for the hope that 
the new Board will administer the affairs of 
the county honestly and economically. In 
that event, it will perhaps be better to build 
the Court-House on porrowed money than by 
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| direct ct taxation ; but this will not hold if the | 


expenditures on the old scale, and exhaust 
the full limit of taxation, bemdes borrowing 
the money to go on with the Court-Honse 
work. If the present Board shall finally ac- 
quire the right to issue these bonds, the pub- 
lic will expect a careful disbursement of the 
funds and a reduction in the tax-levy for next 


year.

SHALL WE HAVE AMERICAN SHIPS? 

The House of Representatives had the 
subject of so amending the navigation laws 
as to admit an increase of American ocean- 
going ships brought before it on the motion 
of Mr. Caran Hanntsox instracting a com- 
mittee to report a bill to that effect, The 
resolution was adopted. The names of those 
voting for and against it have not reached 
us, but the reporters say the Republicans 
generally voted against the resolution. We fail 
to see why there should be any party division 
on such a question as this, —one which appeals 
directly to the interests of every citizen per- 
sonally, aud also to the great material inter- 
ests of the country. We invite the reader 
to look at a few facts. In 1860 the total 
foreign trade of the United States was thus 
made up:

In 1860 the aggregate tonnage of the 
United Statés was 5,451,928 tons. On the 
30th of June, 1877, it was 4,242,000 tons; 
and in June, 1878, it was 4,212,764 tons,—a 
falling-off in the year ef 29,836 tons. 

The country has now reached an average 
annual trade equal to $1,200,000,000, and we 
have to employ three foreign vessels to one 
American to garry our own products to mar- 
ket. Foreign vessels actually come to the 
United States empty, in order to carry Amer- 
ican cotton, petroleum, tobacco, breadstuffs, 
and provisions to other countries. If the 
cost of carrying this merchandise be equal to 
20 per cent of its value, then $240,000,000 
are paid out annually for freight, of which 
foreign merchants get three-fourths and our 
merchants the remainder. 

The navigation laws of the United States 
prohibit the purchase of a foreign-built ship ; 
prohibit the purchase of an American-built 
vessel which bas once been owned in a for- 
eign nation. No foreign vessel can engage 
in any way in the domestic trade or consting 
trade of the United States. Though Ameri- 
can vessels have an absolute monopoly of 
this domestic trade, still the tonnage last 
year showed a falling-off of nearly 80,000 
tons, the new vessels not equaling those 
wrecked and otherwise dropped out of 
service. While this general wreck of our 
carrying trade is going on, at a loss perhaps 
of $200,000,000 a year, Congress cannot be 
tortured into a consideration of amending 
the navigation laws, and it is even stated 
that any vote on that question will in all 
probability be a party one. 

Our exports are annually increasing, both 
in bulk and value. We are just entering 
upon a new era in trade. We are about 
adding a long list of manufactures to the 
bulk and value of our exports. Old settlers 
in the West can recall the time when they 
would have to wait at a landing on the river 
several days, perhaps a week, for a boat to 
carry them to their destination. Theshippers 
of American cotton, breadstuffs, provisions, 
and manufactures would now have to wait at 
our seaports days, weeks, and perhaps a 
month, for transportation were it not for the 
foreign vessels, which come hither to 
do business which our laws peremp- 
torily forbid our doing in our own vessels. 
We do not mean to say that it is written in 
the law that no American vessels shail be 
built or be employed im the foreign trade; 
but it is a fact, well known and recognized 
for the last seventeen years, that no American- 
built vessel can be built except at a cost 
which excludes it from competing with ves- 
sels built elsewhere. The result is that but 
few ocean-going vessels are built in this 


country unless subsidized; and the whole | 


carrying trade is passing into the hands of 
foreign ship-owners. That is called pro- 
tection” to American industry! It is elosing 
every ship-yard, driving our flag from the 
ocean, pouring huadreda of millions of 
dollars’ freight money into the hands of 
foreign ship-owners, and making us de- 
pendent; upon foreign merchants for the 
means of getting what we have to sell to 
market. The profit of ship-owning is in the 
business of carrying. American honor, and 
Ameriean dignity, and American labor, it is 
assumed, will be outraged if an American 
merchant shall purchase a foreign-built 
steamer, change her name, and, raising the 
American flag over her, shall carry American 
corn to a foreign market,

In Chicago, the 
bulk of transactions were made on the New York 
quotation of 100%. Sales of New York gold ex- 
change were made at 100%, and of coin at 100%. 
The closing Chicago quotation of coin was 100%. 
The gold premium, now nearing extinction as fer 
as New York 1s concerned, will on Jan. 1 next 
have been in existence seventeen years. On the 
13th of January, 1862, gold sold at 103, fell to 
101 on the 8th day of April, and fluctuated accord- 
ing to the character of the Wer news, reaching 
133% on Dec. 81. In 1864 it reached its highest 
point, on July 11, being quoted at 285. During 
tuls year the price fluctuated from 151%@152 on 
Jan. 2 and 276@285 on July 11, closing on 
Dec. 31 at 224%@227%. Gold opened in 1865 at 
226, and continued steadily to decline, being 
quoted at 144%@155 on Dec. 30. From that 
time, with occasional exceptions, its course has 
been downward. But no marked fall occurred un- 
til 1870, when it declined, between January and 
December. from 1204 to 110%. From then until 
the beginning of 1877 the premium remained at 
abont 10 per cent. wheti it deciined to 107, closing 
with the year at 103. In July of the present year, 
when the Silver bill was being agitated, gold de- 
clined from 101 to 100%, aed in September it 
touched 100%, Auctuating between tais and 100% 
last month. In October it was forced artificially 
up te 101%, fell back to 100%, and was recently 
again sent up to 100%, from which point it has 
again gone down to 100%. After Jan. 1 gold and 
greenbackes will beat par in New York, but, as far as 
is now known, there will be no more redemption in 
Chicago than there is now. The Sub-Treasury here 
‘is not ready to redeem legal · tenders. and a premium 
will be charged by bankers and brokers who fur- 
nish gold. Secretary Sherman was reported as 
saying im his interview with the Baltimore bank- 
ers that his volicy would be to keep greenbacks 
aud coin at var all over the United States. What 
hae he done to enaole the Chicago holder of green- 
backs to get gold for them after Jan. 1? 

The demand for Goverment bonds has slackened 
perceptibiys Prices are firmer. The 6s of 1881 
advanced in this market from 108% did to 109; the 
5-208 of 1865 from 103% to 103%: the 5-20s of 
1867 from 305% to 105%; the 10-406 fram 107% 
to 107%; the. new Se of 1881 declined from 106% 
to 106%, ane the new 448 advanced from 103% to 
103%. 

There was no variation in the rates of foreign 
exchange. Bankers’ sterling was quoted at 482 aud 
480%, with actual transactions at 481 K and 485%. 
Grain bills were 479K. currency. 

Consols were 047-16 at the opening and at the 
close, with an interveninz quotation of 94 9-16. 
The Bank of Englands weekly report showed a 
decrease 1m bulliou of $695,000, and a decrease of 
the proportion of the bank's reserve to its liabilities 
to 40% per cent. The specie in the Bank uf France 
increased about $60,000 in the week. The London 
Times says, perhaps with an snticipation of the 
failure of the Galedenian Bank, that -* renewed 
alarms need cause no surprixe. It ougat not to be 
forgotten that the effects of the City 
of Glasgow Bank failure itself have, as 
77, been fen only in a negative 
way. Distrast has been created, some failures 
have occurred, bank shares have fallen, and all 
prudent bankers have called in money for the pur- 
pose of increasing their cash reserves; but that is 
so far nearly all. But when the attempt to co)- 
lect the missing $35,000,000 fails. and failures 
bey.n ta muliivly among the crecitors wno cannot 
get their money, and among stockaolders who, 
like tbe Cetedopian, cannot pay assessments, 
then says the Tunes, Wwe shall realize what the 
forcibie wrenching away of millions of money from 
trade, from investments, from real estate, ana 
from bank deposits actually implies, and it may 
well be something verv different from the pleasing 
anticipations now current. At all events corsider- 
ations like these, added to the gloomy facts about 
trade which meet us at every turn, point to any 
thing bu: a calm, cheap money market m the near 
future. The latest copy of the Bankers’ Magazine 
puts the circulationof the Bank of England and 
the vate and jolat-stock banks of tne United 
Sele on Oct. 26 at $235,535,000, against 
wilich there ie hed a coin reserve of $155, 000, 000. 

Those Chicago banks that were carrying wheat 
now tagen up with New York money find the 
monetary situations dull. But the large receipts 
of graid apd stock give assorance of empioyment 
for the funds Row idic. The other banks report a 
moderate miscelianeous. demand for discounts. 
Rates are 6@10 per cent, with the bulk of trans- 
actions at 768.

LIFE-INSURANCE. 
rr RE- 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaeo, Dec. 5. — It is understood from good 
authority that the Mutual Life has very recently 
abandoned, in this city at least. the cutthroat con- 
tract in ite application and policy, which was justly 
characterized by you on the let inst. aas one of 
the most monstrous outrages which the history of 
ute - insurance swindling has ever developed. and 
has returned to the forms used in 1876. 

The undersigned takes pleasure in calling atten- 
tion to this fact (made known to him for the first 
time this morning) with cheerful promptitude, ” 
and the more especially since it seems to fore- 
cast that the officers are neither ashamed nor 
afraid to retraee their steps when they are proved 
to be unjust and in violation of a unanimous pub- 
lic sentiment. 

It is to he hoped that you may soon have occa- 
sion to announce the abandonment of the 30 per 
cent rebate trick, under which a policy-holder en- 
tering the Company in September receives for $420 
exactly and precisely what the policy-hoider enter- 
ing previously paid $600 for, with the same un- 
just difference on the second payment. 

If. in lieu of this temporary trick, the officers 
should announce a permanent reduction of rates to 
the extent of 20 per cent, and the placing of all 
poliey-holders, old and new, on an equal footing, 
such a course could doubtless be defended and 
justified against attacks from any quarter. 

But to produce its proper effect in restoring the 
Company's standing. this measure should be ac- 

companied by an abandonment of the confiscation 
of the reserves of retiring members, and the sub- 
stitution of a definite and equitable stipulation 
concerning surrender values. 

ln a recent editorial in an Eastern journal, writ- 
ten by one whose ability to discuss life-insurance 
questions and whose integrity are unquestionable, 
it was shown that out of sixteen consecutive poli- 
cies, of various kinds, placed before that writer, 
having reserves amounting to $27,981 at the time 
of sarrender, the officers of the Mutual Life had 
retained $18,017, and allowed the retiring mem- 
bers only $9,964. This 518. 000 which the Com- 
pany retained was, beyond any doubt, equal to the 
total annual premiums, for eight or ten years, on 
sixteen new policies of the same kind and amount 
as those surrendered. 

And of the showing up of such conscienceless 
plundering of the unfortunates whose financial 
distress compelled them te surrendcr their poli- 
cies, the officers, in their 19th-of-November letter, 
audaciously ask: Are we to be malinged and 
misrepresented by rival companies, who club to- 
gether to control the press? "’ 

Instead of meeting, denying. explaining, or ad- 
muting these and similar statements, the officers 
coolly say, ‘* We have neither leisure, disposition, 
nor funds to follow our defamers. 

The Massachusetts non-forfeiture law would 
have allowed the Company $3,600 as the sum total 
of its damages, vitality fund included; and the 
remaining $14,400 out of the $18,000, together 
with the $9,064, would have belonged to the 
volicy-noldets. 

It is clear, then, that either the Massachusetts 
law is a gross outrage upon the life companies of 
the country, or else that the officers of the Mutual 
Life perpetrated a gross outrage upon the sixteen 
retiring memoers, and took from them at least five 
times as much as ought to have been taken.

THE WHEAT MARKET. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Chicago, Dec, 5.—The wheat deal seems to at- 
tract the close attention of the Chicago press at 
present, which publishes all sorts of rumors and re- 
porta, regardless of facts ana figures. A Mr. 
Keene is credited with an effort and intention to 
corner this market on wheat; possibly it is so, out 
certainly it requires a sane man and a true million- 
aire to succeed in that undertaking from the present 
outlook. I have noticed for years when any clique 
had loaded up on any deal here the papers are used 
to talk it up, evidently with the view of getting up 
a general bull feeling and unloading the elephant 
on them, —whien has been done time and again. 
I hope past experience and heavy losses will 
influence them to a little common sense 
this time, and let the clique hola their 
own investment, The idea advanced 
by the press that wheat is low and very cheap at 
present — and must advance materiaily soon, 
is well illustrated by the entire absence of any de- 
mand on this crop for No. 2 but by speculation, 
which never occurred On @ crop before in this or 
auy other market. 

Wheat at 85 cents considered cheap. Why? 
Simply and only because it has sold higher past 
years. The same rule does not seem to apply to 
real estate, pork, lard, oats, corn, etc., because 
there is no clique in them. Were there any de- 
mand for No. 2 wheat in any respect like the 
above, it migh: “have one sensiole argument. We 
require just such a man as Mr. Keene, ‘*if a mill- 
jonaire, interested in the trade here at present. 
It is only too evident Western consumers, #pecu- 
lators, shippers, and exporters do not want this 
No. 2 wheat ata loss of 7to 10 per cent on any 
legitimate outlook, and asthe ciique may have a 
good thing in the obscure prospect of further Eu- 
.ropean troubles and unfavorable coming crop pros- 
pects, Western dealers and speculators prefer 
tnem to take the chances, as we have been ground 
in that mill time and again, and would rather quit.

M. Leon Say, French Minister of Finance, has 
recentiy made an investigation into the com- 
position and amount of the circulation of gold 
and silver in France, the results of which are 
full of interest, By an order dated Aug. 2, all 
the Paymasters-General, private receivers, tax- 
gatherers, and cashiers of the different financial 
departments, to the number of 19,511, were re- 
quires to withdraw on the 2 of Aug. 14 

rom their cash-boxes all the 20-franc and 10- 
frane pieces and 5-frane silver coins, to separate 
the French from the foreign coins circulating in 
France, and then to class the French bv order of 
emission, the others by nationality. The num- 
ber of 2,222,965 coins, representing a sum of 22. 
045,770 francs, were thus taken out and ex- 
amined at the same hourand day. Of this total 
— of 22,945,770 francs, there were in the cash-

With regard to nationalities of the coins, the 
inquiry showed that for every 1,000 coins of 20 
francs, 657 are Belgian, 204 Italian, 40 Austrian, 
8 Greek, and 1 Swiss, while the proportion of 
total foreien to French is 1544 per cent. 

The Paris Heonomiste Franca'se, in an article 
on this official inquiry, makes a very thorough 
analysis of the coinage since 1405, and of the re- 
turns of Aug. 14, from which it concludes that 
the present amount of gold and silver in France 
is eight milliards of francs, or $1,600,000,000, 
distributed as follows among the several denom- 
inations of coin:

These remarkable figures are very suggestive. 
Eight milliards of francs, or $1,600,000,000, of 
gold and silver in circulation among 36,000,000 of 
people! Nearly eight times the amount that is 
beld by the ten millions larger population to 
this country! To this must be added 2,800,000, 
000 francs of circulating notes of the Bank of 
France, making the total circulating medium of 
France 10,800,000,000 franes, or 62.060, 000,000. 
In this country, $750,000,000 of currency is per- 
forming the same functions for a much larger 
population, and yet fully satisfying all the re- 
quirements of business. lu other words, the 
joint coin and paver circulation of France 
amounts to $57 per capita of her population, 
while the circulation of the United States is to- 
day $16 per capita. 

The surprising difference between the ratio of 

rrency in the two nations is to be found, first, 
in the wide difference in the banking facilities 
of the two nations, and, next, in their widely 
different methods of keeping their savings. in 
the United States, banks pervade the whole 
country, the icultural sections as well as the 
industrial and commercial; and through these 
agencies all the wholesale and a good portion of 
the retail transactions of the people are settled, 
the instrument of settlement being almost ex- 
clusively checks. We need currency, therefore. 
only for the smali retail payments and for the 
disbursement of wages. In France, banks are 
comparativyeiy confined to the large centres of 
population, and are used almost exclusively for 
the larger transactions of finance and commerce, 
outside of which settlements are made in 
monev, which necessitates the constant holding 
of large amounts of cash in private hands. It 
is a very significant reflection upon the condition 
of civiligationYn France,—otherwise held up as 
a paragon of erganization,—that she 
she should have been so backward in the adop- 
tion of the valuable economies afforded by

JUDGE MILLER ON HONEST MONEY, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Ciao, Dec. 5.— Will you allow me to say 
a few words more in your valuable paper upon 
the subject of honest money ! 

In our commercial system the unit of money 
measures the value of the various kinds of all 
other forms of property. The value in money 
of adefinite portion of any kind of property is 
expressed by this unit aud the multiples and 
fractions of it. Bythe Coinage act of 1792, this 
unit was called a dollar, and was represented by 
a silver coin containing 371K grains of pure sil- 
ver. In making this coin the unit of measure, 
the law regarded not the value but the quantity 
of dure metal it coutained. In this respect it 
is an unchanging and invariabie measure; but 
no legal enactment could give to it any 
more than to any other form of property this 
character in respect to its value. Value is not 
a quality that inheres in a thing, and therefore 
cannot be impressed upon it. It arises from 
comparing a thing with some other thing, and 
is that which will be given in exchange for it. 
For example, if a bushel of wheat will be given 
ia exchange for this silver coin, then the value 
of the coin expressed in that torm of property 
is a bushel of wheat, and the money value of a 
bushel of wheat ie a dollar. Being a form of 
proverty, and used for the purpose of effecting 
exchanges, its value is subject to the stimulai- 
ine and depressing influences of the law of 
supply and demand. If the supply of it is 
diminished and the demand for it increased, 
then the value of this silver coin, or unit, will 
be more than a bushel of wheat. if the supply 
of coin money is increased, and the demand for 
it diminisaed, its value will be less. Simila 
conditions affecting wheat will produce corre- 
sponding changes in the monev Value of that 
commodity. ll that legislation can do is to 
give permanence tothe quantity of the material 
composing this unit, and to this extent only 
can ſt regulate its value. N 

The act of 17 further provided that a defſuite 
number of these units should be represented iu 
our monetaiy system by a gold coin of a pre- 
scribed weight and fineneess, and that there 
should be an unlimited coinage of both metals. 
The eagle, representing 10 units, was to contain 
247.5 grains of pure metal, and the half and 

uarter eagle corresponding quantities. Ip put- 
ting gold into the currency, the law could only 
regard the quantity of the metal representing 
these units. Each metal was the standard by 
which the value of the other was measured; and 
as one ounce of gold could readily be exchanged 
in the market for fifteen ounces of silver, they 
were put into the currency by weight under the 
ratio of 1 to 15, This use of gold as money 
supplied the place of so much silver, aud was an 
equivalent addition to our money-stock. By 
multiplvyiog its representative, it iu a sorrespond- 
ing degree diminished the exchangeable value, 
or purchasing power, of the unit of money. 
While the market value of each metal ie very 
largely dependent upon its use as money. Many 
of the influences affecting this value are bevond 
the reach and control of legislation; and how- 
ever accurately adjusted in the currency at any 
time, their relative coin-value will not always 
remain coincident with their relative market 
value; but when there is a free coinage of botn 
metals, the disparity will be very much limited, 
and permanence in the volume of coin-money, 
which promotes stability in the values of other 
forms of property, will be secured. 

If a given quantity of one metal will in the 
market, or a8 bullion, exchange for a larger 
quantity of the other metal than it can obtain as 
coin,—iu other words, if its market value is 
greater than its coin value,—it will not go to the 
mint, but its place as it retires will be occupied 
by the other metal. The existing volume 
of eoin-movey will be continued, and 
the discharged metal, becoming itself 
a commodity. will exert no further influence 
upon the values of other forms of property. As 
the function of money isto effect exchenges of 
other forms of property, which some one has ex- 
pressed by the phrase to take property to 
market, when there is a free coinage of both, 
one of the metals, though unempio ed, will 
keep down the charge which the other makes 
for rendering this service by itself standing 
ready to perform it. Is this Way cach represses 
the value of the other. In this view each metal 
is to the other ip our currency what water-routes 
are to railroads in our inland commerce. The 
existence of a water-route from Chicago to the 
seaboard would save millions of money annual- 
ly tothe Northwest by keeping down railroad 
charges, though is should not float a pound of 
freight. The producing sections can no more 
endure expensive money than expensive trans- 
portation; and to give them the full benefit of 
the reciprocal influence of the two metals in the 
currency the coipage of both should be free. 
To make the dearer metal the unit of value 
and then restrict the coinage of the otherin 
order to keep the value of its coins up to this 
unit would be like restricting carriage by water 
in order to keep the cost of it up to the tariff 
by rail. This is precisely what is being accom- 
plished by our present Coinage law. 

In 1873, by an act of Congress, silver was cast 
out of our currency, and 25.5 of standard or 
23.22 grains of oure gold made the unit of value 
in the place of the silver coin of 37144 grains of 
pure silver. The effect of this measure, in con- 
junction with a similar movement iu Europe, 
was to depress the price of silver by checking 
ite flow into the money-stock, and placing it 
upon the market as a commodity. With all 
other commodities, it fell away from gold. 
When this scheme was eutered upon the market 
price of one ounce of silver measured bv gold 
was 61 pence. In July, 1876, it had fallen to 

pence. The act of 1877, called the Silver 
bill, which professed to restore silver to the 
currency, retained the gold coin as the unit of 
value, and restricted the coinage of silver; and 
Secretary Sherman, who was intrusted with the 
execution of this law, has restricted its coinage 
to the lowest sum named in the bill for the 
avowed purpose of placing the silver coin on a 
par with gold. He buys the silver at ite market 
value as measured ov gold, pays for it with 
silver coins, and saves for the people, as he pre- 
tends, the difference between its market and 
coin value; and some are foolish enough to sup- 
pose that he is making money for the people by 
this operation. 

It has been Shown over and over again that all 
forms of property equally withsilver have fallen 
away from the gola standard, while all debts. 
public and private, have risen with gold. I will 
not undertake to estimate the loss which the 
country has sustained by placing and continuing 
it under this gold standard. No greater wrong 
was ever inflicted upona people than was in- 
flicted by this legistation in 1873; and the con- 
duct of the men who are now insisting upon its 
fruits is just as reprehensibie as that of the men 
who secretly procured it. It is ciass-legisiation 
of a most malignant type. It should be wholly 
repealed, and silver should be fully restored to 
the place it occupied in the currency before that 
act was passed. 

This whole controversy is not a controversy 
between capitalists and laboring men; for the 
property of the manufacturer is largely invested 
in lands, buildiugs. machinery, and other im- 
provements, and he is interested in having the 
community able to purchase what and pay 
for what he makes; his interests are 
with labor; it is a struggle between 
the owners of money, who acquired their 
wealth during the era of rising prices, and the 
owners of other forms of property. The spirit 
of class-legisiation should be expelled from all 
our laws. Thep, and not till then, our Govern- 
ment will bea free Government, and accom- 
plish the purposes for which it was instituted , 
it will bea just Government, forits blessings 
will descend like the dew of the morning upon 
ali alike; it will be a strong Government, for it 
will be founded in the affections of the people 
throngbout our land; and men will go to the 
polis, not as class-men, not as laboring-men, 
but in the higher and more becoming character 
of American citizens; to promote not the imter- 
ests of classes, put the interests of all; well 
knowing that the prosperity of the individual is 


to be found in the prosperity of all.

HYDROGEN. 


Norman Lockyer’s Alleged Remarkable Dia- 
eovery. 
Lendon Daily Telegraph. 

By. the announcement which Mr. Norman 
Lockyer has just made to the Paris Academy of 
Sciences, to the effect that he believes he has 
succeeded in realizing Faraday’s famous propb- 
ecy with regard to reducing the so-called chemi- 
cal elements to air, the prospect of another 
grand discovery is added to the series of extraor- 
dinary facts which have marked the scientific 
annals of the present year, M. Dumas, the 
venerable and accomplished French chemist, 
was the medium through which Mr. Lockyer con- 
veyed these startling tidings. The sixty odd 
elements, of which, according to the school- 
books now in use, all terrestrial matter 
is composed, sre in reality, it is said, 
not elementary but compound bod- 
ies. Science has been deceiving 
itself with mere Protean combinations of one 
arch-substance. Instead of sixty or seventy 
elements, the number may de eyen less than 
the traditional four—earth, air, fire, and water 
which held so long a sway from the Aristotelian 
period until the days of Robert Covle. In mak- 
ing the communication to the Paris Academy, 
M. Dumas added tbat the conclusion reached by 
Mr. Lockyer was the result of three years’ 
assiduous research. Conscious of its extraor- 
dinary character and of the entirely new aspect 
which the discovery will give to chemicdl 
science, Mr. Lockver states that he will send 
photographs and other details, which the Acad- 
emy will rightly look for with suspended belief. 
In the meanwhile, our distinguished savant has 
no hesitation in publicly disclosing the specilic 
character of his discovery, which has been ac- 
complished be the use of that most potent and 
magical of modern instrnments of analysis, the 
spectroscope. 

The honor of achieving a prodigiofs analytical 
success which, if verified, must ever be memor- 
able in the history of molecular physics has for 
some years past been an object of strenuous 
rivalry among a few of our leading scientific 
workers. The eventual dissociation of the so- 
called elements was confidently contemplated 
by Faraday uearly thirty years ago, and it is not 
too much to say that the expectations entertained 
by that eminent man gave a stimulus for work 
in the laboratory which has never been lost by 
those who were privileged to be learners or 
fellow-laborers with him. Since Faraday’s 
time, the whole question of the physical 
constitution of the universe, and especially 
the particular manner in which creative power 
may have gradually elaborated the present 
cosmical order of thi has been investi- 
gated with a zest, and, it may be added, 
with facilities for discovery which have lent a 
greatly-increased interest and importauce to in- 
quiries into the elementary and primal forms of 
matter. The apparently well-grounded belief 
that the heavens afford to the view of the as- 
tronomer the process of world-making in its 
various stages has done much of late years to 
encourage the particular branch of research 
which now seems to be vielding such extraordin- 
ary and valuable results. Mr. Lockyer believes 
that, in spite of the multiform aspects of the 
world in whieh we live, thereis but one form 
of matter which is truly elemeatary. The 
primal elemeat is presented to us in the shape 
of hydrogen. It is not a little remaruable that 
the nature of hydrogen should have been a 
question of which the leading French chemists 
have recently been devoting their energies. It 
is now well known, thanks to M. Pickett and his 
French colleaguvs, that hydrogen, in its gase- 
ous form, can be, and has been, reduced to a 
liquid condition. Mr. Lockyer himseif has ar- 
rived, by means of the speetroscope, at the con- 
clusion that hydrogen can no longer be regarded 
as asimple element. Further he believes that 
he has proved that hydrogey is the one body of 
which the various metals and earths that have 
hitherto constituted the chetpist’s catalogue of 
elements are composed. 80 novel and striking 
an interpretation of all the phenomena of api- 
mate and inavimate wature of ali that we can see 
in the starry depths around us, as well as our 
owe globe. is difficult at first sight to entertain. 
That the substances we have hitherto known as 
a single unit in the great cosmica! laboratory 
should be endowed with such Protean capacities 
of form, isa conception which utterly eclipses 
all that poetry or mythology hare ever inspired, 
and the world becomes infinitely more wonder- 
ful bysuch revelations as now seem to be brought 
within our grasp. 

it is remarkable that the discovery which is 
attracting so much attention bas not been made 
—if made at ali—in the particular line of inves- 
tigatiog in which Faradav was so distinguished 
a worker. Mr. Norman Lockyer is neither a 
chemist nor a pbvysgicist. The revelation has 
been obtained by means of an instrument which 
Faraday did not live to see, and which, since his 
day, bas created an entirely new department of 
scientific observation. The spectroscope, stand- 
ing on independent ground, ultimately threatens 
the province of the physicist and the chemist 
alike, and at present it is hard to say where its 
claims will end.» At the same time, while Mr. 
Lockyer’s astonishing conclusion may be said 
to be of that exclusive optical charecter which 
the spectroscope furnishes, as distinct from 
that which would result from a directly 
chemical or physical investigation, it is right to 
point out that satisfactory demvunstrations of 
the latter kind are believed to have been made 
during the last few months by Mr. William 
Crookes, if pot by others as well. In this case 
Mr. Lockyer’s grapd discovery may soon be 
confirmed or rebutted by means of verifications. 
which, it must be admitted, are more in vogue 
than the spectroscope in the average scientitic 
world. It would be dangerous, however, to at- 
tempt to minimize the value of Mr. Lockyer’s 
announcement by dwelling on the purely opti- 
cal characterof the means by which it has been 
arrived at. His experiments, so far as they are 
Known, have not been restricted to spectroscope 
examination of the sun and otner remote 
celestial bodies; for it is said. that the 
most critical and conclusive of the 
series have been performed upon terres- 
trial metals in his op laboratory. He 
is understood to say that pure aluminium is the 
only “element” be cannot at present break 
down into its hydrogenous combinations, and, 
so far as analysis of a directly physical kind is 
coneerned. he believes itis possible to disse- 
crate most of the so-called elementary bodies 
by means of the common Bunsen burner. 

Should it be objected that the evidence at 
present before the world in favor of Mr. 
Lockyer is too exclusively spectroscopic, the 
skeptical would do well to acquaint them- 
selves with the rapid convergence of scientific 
precision during the last few years in the 
direction to which Mr. Lockver pow challenges 
attention. In an instructive article entitled 
„The Chemistry of the Future,“ from the 
pew of Mr. Crookes, in a recent number of 
the Qwarterly Journa’ of Science, the ob- 
servations by Dr. Huggivus and three other 
emineut scientific men, peculiarly qualified to 
give an opinion upon questions of molecular 
phyeics, are set forth with an amount of detail 
that might be regarded as almost prophetic of 
the issue which the spectroscope is said now to 
have conclusively decided. Mr. Crookes’ own 
a priori generalizations have themselves played 
an important part in that habit of scientific hy- 
pothesis which is the fe- blood of discovery.“ 
Until a few weeks bave 8 the appetite for 
further particulars of Mr. ‘kyer’s commuui- 
cation to the Paris Academy must remain un- 
satisfied. It seems quite possible that the re- 
cult of the parallel investigations of a purely 
physical kind, which have for some time past 
been proceeding concurrently with those of 
the spectroscope, may be made known to us 
almost as soon as Mr. Lockver's 
paper is ‘communicated to the! Ropal 
Society. But at present the spectroscope, as 
the oracle which is to pronounce the fate of the 
„elements, is decidediy m the ascendent. 
‘The spectrosco conveys the possessor to 
regions which Arabian genf never feigned to 
pepetrate, and the messages which are being 
daily brought us from the sun and the starry 
depths may console us for living at @ time when 
truth is proven to be incalculably more romao- 
tic than the boldest flight of fiction. Neverthe- 
less, it augurs well for the pursuits which re- 
veal to us the grander and more cosmic aspects 
of the universe that they constitute at the same 
time a department of science which concerns 
most intimately the immediate and everyday in- 
terests of mankind. It is a common complaint 
in the scientific world that the power to 
use the spectroscope is at present ed of 
a very limited number of men, that it has 
not yet gained acceptance og the rapk-wod- 
file of working scieuticts. rhaps 
be wondered at that a method of apalysis which 
challenges older processes should bave met with 
the usual amount of resistance which new f- 
ventions seem destined to encounter at the 
hands of long-establisbed rivals.

AN OVERDOSE OF MORPHINE. 

An actot named Emil Lasswitz, well known on 
the German stave of this country, was found dead 
in bed at the Briges House yesterday morning. He 
came to this city com Louisville a day or two ago, 
and was apparently in good health, It seems, 
however, that he was troaoled with nevralagia. 
and was in the habit of taking morphine to ailay 
the pain. The caambermaid knocked on his door 
yesterday morning, and got no response, thonga 
the key was in tne door, Subsequently entrance 
was effecied, and be was found as stated. 
At the head of the bed was a tumbler, and on à table 
two bottles, all of whieh bad evidentiy contained 
morphine. Among deceased's effects was a note 
in which it was stated that he was accastomed to 
taking morphine for neuralgia, and requested. in 
case he was found in a comatose te, that a 
physician be summoned anda vein opened in his 
right arm in order to make sure that he was dead, 
since he might be only asleep. The doctors sum- 
moned did not heed the request, but examined him 
thoroughly before they pronounced him non est. 
The body. after the inquest. was turned over to 
Undertaser Hiton, who applied his battery, but 
discovered no signs of life. He wil: hold the corpse 
until the arrival of friends from St. Paul. Deceased 
was born in Breslau, and delonged to a prominent 
and wealthy German family. He was educated for 
a mining engineer, and waéfor atime inthe em- 
ploy of the State, but be always had a taste for the 
drama, and, when he inherited an independent 
fortune by the death of his mother, went to Berlin 
and studied the dramatic art. Out of regard for 
hia family, be would not tread the boards ia Ger- 
many. but came to this country, making his debut 
in New York in 1862 with Mr. Edward Hertinc. 
Since then he had played successful engagements 
at the different German theatres throughout the 
country. Tragedy was ais forte. Two vears ago 
he was stage director at the West Side Vorwart's 
Turner- Hall. He leaves a wife, who lives in Mil- 
waukee. 

WHO STOL& THE MONEY!

HEALTHY CHICAGO. 

The records of the Health Department show that 
the health of tne city for the year now drawing to 
a close has been good as compared with former 
years. Following is a comparison of the mortality 
for the eleven months ending Nov. 30, for the 
years 1870- 7-8: 


This has been the healthiest year for Chicago 
mnuee 1871. when there were 6,976 deaths. The 
death record for each year since then nas been as 
follows: 10.156in 1872. 9.557 in 1873. 8.025 in 
1874, 7, 800 in 1875, 8.573 in 1876, 8,026 in 1877. 
For 1878 it will be about 7, 300. 


GOVERNMENT GRIST. 


The amount of 4 per cents subscribed for 
yesterday was $2, 000. 

The Internal Revenue returns amounted 
to $29,660. Of this sum. $25, 254 was for taxes on 
spirits, $3,928 for tobacco and cigars, and $416 
for beer. 


The Sub-Treasury disbursements were 

2,000 in gold, $16,000 in currency, and $3,000 
in silver. The increase in the gold disbursements 
was due to the payment of interest on bonds.

A new counterfeit standard silver dollar of 
1878 has made its appearance in the city, and is ca)- 
culated to deceive even the very elect wheuthey are 
not mindful. The receipts at the Sub- Treasury 
were very large, and a numberof the standards 
which came in at that time were paid out to the 
pensioners. One of thie class of customers found, 
on trying to pase one of the dollars at a store on 
State street, that it was no good, returned with it 
to the Sub-Treasury, and the disbursing cierk, who 
had paid it out along with the others in a great 
hurry, gave the old lady a good one and put the 
counterfeit in his collection. The general ap- 
pearance of the piece is very good in- 
ceed. Even acids will not act on it. The 
weight, however, is against it, the scales showing 
that it has just seven-tenths of the weight which a 
standard dollar should have There are other 
minor defects which were ascertained after some 
littie examination. It ie a trifle thicker, for in- 
stance, than the standard dollar, and the milling 
on the edge is imperfect. The figures ‘‘8” in 
1878“ are also imperfect, having dots in each 
= The same fault attaches to the ‘ 
‘*Plarihbus Unum.” The bottom of the 
‘*Piuribus" should be straight, but is slightly 
curved, and the bottoms of many of the letters in 
** United States of America are elightly crooxed 
and broken. The counterfeit is a composition, 
with a heavy silver wash. The proverbially 
careful tradesman and the astute beer-seller will 
need to evince an extra amount of cantion and give 
it a wide berth, 


His Honor Philip A. Hoyne, Commission- 
er, etc., had just carolled with infinite sweetness 
and grace the now familiar Baby Mine. when 
half a dozen gentlemen entered his oftice, some of 
them looking intensely legal. and made for the de- 
partment where depositions are wont to be taken.

THE PACKING-HOUSES. 
A 8TRIEE AT THE STOCK-YARDS. 

The ‘‘gutters and scrapers in the houses 
of the Chicago Packing & rrovision Company, 
Murphy, and Higgins, at the Stock-Yards, quit 
work at 7:30 yesterday morning because they could 
not secure an advance in wages. They have been 
getting $2.75 a day, but want $3. Their employers 
promptly refased to accede to their demands, and, 
as no packing could be done without the services 
of the strikers, work was suspended entirely at the 
three establishments. The disaffected men num- 
ber from 150 to 200; the others who 
were torown out number over 2,000. The 
latter were perfectly contented with what 
they were getting, and indulged im some 
growling at the conduct of their associates. There 
was no disturbance, however, and it is doubtful if 
any occurs. Norisit likely ibat the strike will 
spread, None of the other houses have any ap- 
prehenaions, their men oeing apparently saci-fled, 
though some of the ‘‘scrapere™ and gutters 
are getting only $2.50aday. Ina few instances 
$3 are paid, but this is only to experts, two of 
whom can do as much as three of the general run 
engaged in these particular lines. It is a well- 
known fact that packing- house la bor is the nighest 
priced of any in the country, There have deen no 
reductions, and none was proposed, and 
why these men should strike is a mys- 
tery. The firms wiil probably not _ yield, 
through the tmpression down-town yesterday af- 
ternoon seemed to be that they would endeavor 
to compromise. If concessions are made there 
may be strikes at other houses. 

AT THE STOCK-YARDS 

and in the immediate vicinity the utmost quiet 
and good order prevailed yesterday evening. “his 
was particularly the case at the establishments 
where operations are suspended in consequence of 
the strike. There is no drunkenness or dis- 
order to be observed, either upon the streets or in 
the saloons which line the south section of 
Halsted street. This is regarded as remarkable, 
all things considered, and as a favorable omen 
for to-day, for some of those interviewed by 
Tas TRrsune reporter seemed to think that the 
movement bad collapsed, and the participants 
would resume labor this morning. But there were 
others equally confident that no such suvmission 
would take place. They say that the strike 
has been on the tapis for some time and only 
awaited a favorable opportunity for practical de- 
velopmert. That time bad come. Stock was 
cheaper tnan it had been or would be for some 
time, and packers realizing this fact were deter- 
mined to rot by it. The ‘**scrapéers” 
appreciate t important part they pisey m 
preparing the raw material for market, 
and are equally determined to ae 
they say. adequately compensated. They insist 
that their trade is one which requires the exer- 
cise of a skill no beginner: can furnish, that their 
constant labor is peculiarly exhausting, and that 
the increase of 25 cents demanded is no more than 
they are equitably entitled ro receive. 

The strike really began Wednesday evening, 
when the hands employed by the Chicago Packing 
& Provision Company stopped work for the day. 
Yesterday morning the killing gang of B. F. 
Murphy & Co, suspended labors, and they were fol- 
lowed before the hour of ‘*noonmg”™ by the same 


Morce intne service of George W. Higgins & Co. 


These three establishmeuts employ in aggre- 
gate of nearly 500 men. and are praé- 
tically closed. The pay for scrapers” this 
season has been maintained at §2.75 per 
diem; but, as stated, those thus compensated 
demand $3. Many think the price asked is no 
exorbitant, and will be paid by all except Hutchin- 
son. Others are of the opinion that under no cir- 
cumstances will the demand be acceded to. There 
were no meetings heid last night, so far as could 
be ascertained. by the strikers, but unless a com- 
promise is effected eiiher to-day or to-morrow, 
meetings will be convened, anda Union of those 
interested formed. The reporter called at the 
house of Aaron Burr, who is known at the Stock- 
Yards as 
« “BIG JIM.” 


He is the boss of the killing branch at 
Hatchinson’s, and provides meals and lodgings for 
a large number of the dissatisfied laborers. The 
men only ask, they say. a fair shake, and, while quiet 
and undemonstrative in their actions, impress the 
observer with the idea that they are in earnest. 
At this season of the year many of those employed 
in the lumber districts, as ‘‘shovers,”’ stack 
ers, etc., Obtain their livelihood in various 
services about the packing houses. It is thought 
that their services can be utilized to supply the 
absence of ‘‘scrapers”’; but the latter argue that, 
as they are ignorant of the work required, they 
cannot be successful in the undertaking. There is 
raid to be another plan under consideration: send- 
ing to New York and obtaining a squad of ‘‘ scrap- 
ers in that city. If this is done there may be 
threatening that, 
done, the for- 
not be permitted 
to begin work, If the element at present holding 
ont for an inrrease of wages is successful, it is 
said that the ‘‘ eut-runners,’’ who are paid $2.50 a 
day, will demand a proportionate advance, and 
they will de followed by the gangs working in 
the several departments of the business. The situ- 
ation, though free from disorder or threatened 
violence, and not regarded by the employers as in 
any particular critical, is not encouraging to either 
side. and while a collision may be avoided, it does 
seem that unless a compromise is effected within a 
reasonable time, serious complications will arise 
that may result in trouble. There was a rumor 
last evening that the hands of Arm@gur & Co. nad 
joined the strikers, but this was prenMture, though 
there were those who were contident that they 
would do so this morning.

PETIT JURORS. 


SHERIFF POFFMANN’S FIRST STEP. 

Sheriff Hoffmann has made a good beginning. 
Yesterday one of his Bailiff handed him the fol- 
lowing note which he had received er the 
day: ' 

Unce more are burdened with the cares of 
and | ask as d favor that the following names be plac 
on the jury: John Henry Gage. No. 678 Fulton street; 
Godfrey A. Bishop. No. 221 Fulton street; ahd W. F. 
Furey, No. 257 Boufield street. W. F. Furry. 

The person who sent it had probably had experi- 
ence under the old regime, and was ignorant of the 
way in which things are being conducted at pres- 
ent. It is not unlikely that this note of his will 
get him into serious difficulty. The offense is an 
indictable one, and if an example were made at 
the outset it would probably serve as a warning to 
others. During the day Pat Casey, of No. 85 Ontario 
street, made a personal application at the County 
Building for a position as juror. He barely escaped 
suffering the penalty. Tbe law on the su t was 
explained to him, 2 was only too g to get 
off as easily as he did, especially since he was in- 
formed that a seco offenre would not be excused. 
It is ine determination of Sheriff Hoffmann now, as 
before the election, to see that honest petit jaries 
are selected. In order to accomplish this, any 
person making an effortto get on a jary will be 
dealt with according to iaw, and any Bailiff who is 
found guilty of being mixed up iz any transaction 
of the kind wili de summarily dealt with. 

Under the new system of things every special 
venire served by a Bailiff will be banded to the head 
Balint of bis court, by whom it is sent over to the 
Sheriff's office, where itis filed. The name of the 
juror. his residence, and his occupation are all 
given, eo tbat it will be easy any time. in case any 

uestion arises, to run down any particular jurv. 

ne Sheriff's official will tnvestigate these venires 
to see whether the persons on them have 
actual existences, ot whether, as was sometimes the 
case in other days, men were pat down as living a. 
vacant lots, or names were put down representing 
persone who never existed. It is also intended to 
collect the names of professional jurors—to get up 
a little dead-beat directory of them—andin this 
way to weed out these fellows who have been a 
stumbling- block to the administration of tice, 
and to see that noue but honest. responsible cit- 
izens are called on to decide cases ia the courts of 
Cook County.

The recounting of the ballots on the bond ques- 
tion was continued yesterday. The count com-
